1 N my es. when I was only four years old, 1. was 
frequently favoured with a knowledge of the Divine 
Goodneſs. in a ſenſible manner, having very near acceſs. 
-in prayer, and feeling my whole body thrill with the: 
enjoyment of God. 


As I grew up I was religious. My parents being 


of the eſtabliſhed church I was brought up in that way; 


and the Eternal Goodneſs owned my weak efforts to 


make myſelf acceptable to him, by the ſame ſenſible” 


feeling of his preſence, At the age of thirteen I was 
confirmed, as it is called, by the laying on of the hands 


of a biſhop. I had great expeAations that after this, 
(having taken much pains to be properly prepared) 1 
ſhould have known a growth in grace and the favour” 


of the Lord; but I was deceived and diſappointed, {6 


that I many times thought and ſaid, that I was ſo much 


worſe than before—that, if it were poſſible, the biſhop 


bad communicated an evil ſpirit to me, rather than a 
good one ; though my parents, and all who knew me, 
uſed 
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uſed to ſpeak highly of my goodneſs, which ſometimes 
over-hcaring, the Spirit of God in me witnefling that 1 
was full of evil, I have mourned and grieved in ſecret, 
in great agony of ſpirit, much hurt at being well ſpoken 
of, and thought good, when I knew. I was as capable as 
any other of running into all manner of evil. The 
merciful Keeper of his People, however, by his good 
providence, prevented the commiſſion of groſs evils, 
though inclination was not wanting. | 
At the age of twenty-one I came to London, where 
aſſociating with ſeveral young men from the place of 
my birth, Suzewsnuny, I was led to do as they did, 
ſpending the day called Sunday at ſome public gardens * 
or place of amulement, drinking, &c. Here the Spi- 
nt of the Lord ſtrove with me, and no tongue can de. 
ſeribe the diſſreſs of mind this brought upon me, ſo 
that when I returned home of an evening I have caſt 
myſelf down on my bed in agony no ability to lift up 
my ſoul to God not able to pray: my heavens were 
as braſs, and I ſau nothing but eternal miſery my por- 
tion. Thus I was determined to foriake all my ac - 
quaintance, and once more endeavour, by conſtantly 
atending a place of worſhip inſtead of pleaſure, to 
ahtain favour with God: the recolletion of what I 
experienced in my childhood aggravated my miſery, 
and ĩncreaſed my earneltneſs to obtain again a ſtate of 
acceptance , with him. In this ſtate of anxiety and 
doubt I paſſed about two years, when I was led to ſtay 
in my own chamber, and ſpend my time in reading the 
Scriptures, and in meditation and prayer: this did for a 
little while, but there was always ſomething wanting to 
make me happy. Then I thought I would try the dif-

exerciſed about it, and ſaid, what was a tongue and ut- 
terance given to man for, but to ſound forth his praiſe? 
but theſe appear all dead. And ſeeing ſome of them aſleep, 
I was the more diſtreſſed. At length an old man ſtood 
up, his name was Claude Gay, a Frenchman, born at 
Lyons, who had been convinced of the principles of 
thatpeople, and uſed to preach, He ſpoke to thethoughts 


my mind had been occupied in, and although he poke 


To broken an Engliſh that a ſtranger might not eaſihy 
underſtand him, yet I found my mind fo ſatisfied wich 
what he ſaid about filent waiting upon God, that a love 
aroſe. in me to that people above all others. On my way 


| home ſeveral texts of ſcripture were brought to my 


mind, and opened with a new ſenſe in me, corrobo- 
rating the old man's obſervations, and encreaſing my 
love, I was determined to go again, I did fo, but 
as a thief I ſtole into the meeting, leſt any who knew 


me ſhould obſerve me, and think I was going tobecome 
@ quaker, I attended ſeveral times, and found a ſa-

We met 


but John not being quite fo ſtrong as myſelf,» 1 had the 


more frequently to bear it, which was to me a pleafure. 
Thu the love of Ged, when it takes poſſeſſion of the 
human heart, diſpoſes a readineſs to do any thing in 

our power to comfort and relieve one another. 
We _ enquired for lodgings at the further end 
of a city, leſt the gates 4. "oy we might be : 
detained in the morning till a later hour than we liked 
to ſet out at. When we were about two days journey = 
from Paris, having juſt paſſed a city, and night coming 
on we enquiredfor lodgings, but were refuſed. We did 
not like to turn back into' the city, and not knowing 
how far we muſt walk before we could be accommodated, 
my companion being much fatigued, this was a difap- 
pointment. We obſerved a man flanding in the road, 
who waited our coming up to him, and then ſpeaking a 
fort of broken Dutch, made us underſtand that about a 
league further we might have « bed, and that he meant 


to 
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to, eep there himſelf; ſowe went on. He paid great at. 
tention to us, walking with us the next day, and till we 
were within thirteen miles of Paris, when we ſuddenly loft 
him., After waiting ſome. time we proceeded, and were 
overtook by a wine dray. The driver offered us to ride, 
but wanted more money than ve had. I gave him all our 
filver, convineing him I had no more by turning my pock= 
et wrong fide out. He carried us a long way into Paris. 
I bad written my friend's addreſs. there, which I could 
not recolleRt till the laſt day of our journey, He ſhewed 
it to ſeveral, but none could direct him. When put 
down in the rect, I Haid to my companion, We muſt 
now ſtand ſtill, and wait for our never- failing Guide to 
UireQ,us; and finding we both agreed in the road, we 
went ſtraight on. At the corner of the ſtreet was a coffce 
houſe, the people of which directed us, ſo that we en- 
quired not again till we came to the next houſe, or next 
but one to my friend's. 

My . friend received us with kindyels, eſpecially ſo, 
after receiving a letter from one in London, informing. 
him that we had left our wives and families; that they 
were in the utmoſt diſtreſs, adviſing to ſtop us, and ſend 
us hack, &c. but he was ſoon ſatisfied that we were 
right in going; having in bis poſſeſſion a copy of a let- 
ter from the ſociety at Avignon to a perlon in London, 
In which they mentioned their expeQing two brothers to 
be re- united with them. in the depth of the winter. On 
bearing it read we were glad we had never heard of it 
before, for it would have been ſaid in London chat we 
had ſet off in conſequence of it. Aſter being in Paris 
two days, our friend was anxious to know what ſtay we 
would make, urging us much not to leave him in leſs 
than a week, We laid ye thought we mult not ſtop fo 
| . long 
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long. In the night of the day called Monday, I had: a 
dream that the day called Wedneſday was come, and that 
we were ſetting out on our journey. I was a little trou- 
bled at how we ſhould get on without money, for all our 
ſock on arriving in Paris was only three ſols. When ſee- 
ing myſelf in a room paved in a peculiar manner with 
oRQagon tiles, I caſt my eyes down and ſaw between the 
Joinings of the tiles the edges of ſomething ſhining. 1 
ſtooped down and picked up ſeven pieces ; they were 
gold, about the ſize of guineas, bright and new, as if juſt 
from the die, but another coin. Rejoicing at this I 
awoke. In the morning my friend met me coming out 
of my chamber, when I told him our time was come to 
ſet off the next day. He ſeemed ſorry, and ſurpriſed at my 
. Tpeaking ſo poſitive, unlocked a room on the ſame land- 
ing, ſaying, Come in here, and let us talk about it.” 
T was much ſurpriſed to find the room he took me into 
_exaQly the ſame I had ſeen in my dream. After ſome 
"converſation, finding I thought of purſuing our journey 
on foot, he defired to know what money I had, as he had 
told me we could for a ſmall ſum go by water the firſt 
hundred miles. He judged our ſtock was ſmall; but when 
I wok from my pocket my three ſols, and ſhewed him 
as our whole ſtock, he could not help exclaiming 
that I muſt certainly be mad, to think of ſetting off on 
ſuch a journey with ſo little money; aſked me how I 
thought I ſhould be able to travel five hundred miles 
further without money. I anſwered that was no buſineſs 
of mine, the Lord would provide, as he had ſhewed me | 
in my dream, which upon his deſiring me to tell him, 
I did. Before I had got to the end of it, he ſaid it was 
for bim to interpret; then unlocking his deſk, and tak- 
ing out a drawer he emptied its contents upon the table ; 
which

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which was ſeven louisdores, new, bright, and ſhining, as 
I had ſeen them in my dream. —* There, ſaid he, I had 


put that money by on purpoſe for a journey to Avignon, 


« 7 thought I was to go there myſelf, but now I ſee it is for

The next day being the day of the veſſel going we 
ſet out. Our friend accompanied us a day's journey ; he 
obſerved tous thatas wedid not underſtand the language, 
we ſhould not be able when we came to Avignon tohave 
communication .with the ſociety, there being none there 


who could ſpeak Engliſh. To this I anſwered, © If 


 « there is need of words, there will be one provided to in- 


« terpret for us; if not I belicved they would know us, and 


we ſhould know them in that, which, as it was before 
words, was ſuperior to words.” He ſaid I was a 
ſtrange man, but he believed I was right: He left us at 


Corbeil, and we continued in the boat till we came to 
Auzerre, from thence we went to Chalons on foot, 
there we took water again to Lyons, and from thence 
by land to Avignon. In the morning of the day we ar- 
rived at Avignon, I had communicated to the view of 
my mind an exact repreſentation of the place, and the 
perſons of the brethren, and I told my companion there 
would be one to ſpeak Engliſh for us, a Major Tieman, 
a Ruſſian, whom I had ſeen in England two years be- 
fore. When we came to the houſe of the ſociety, we 
found them waiting for us, expecting us, and the Mayor 
with them ; he had been there three days, and was to 
continue three days more. Nothing could exceed the 
brotherly kindneſs ſhewn by theſe men, who. told us 
we were welcome to the houſe provided by the Lord for 
thoſe of his children whom he might be pleaſed to ſend; 
to the re-union from all parts of the earth, They ſaid 

85 3 wo what: 
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cbetever was there was ours as much as ; theirs, they 
had not any thing they called their own, the Lord had 
done away the diſtinQion of mine and thine in their 
minds. We were refreſhed, and every thing we wanted 
given to us, our ſhirts, ſtockings, ſhoes, &c. being worn 
out. They alſo gave us money, ſaying, as there ire 1 be 
poor whom we might like to give to, and alſo we might 
want ſomething or other that they might not think of, 
defired we would uſe it freely, and when it was gone 
alk for more. They then enguired what the Divine 
Will was concerning us: they were ordered to inſtruct 
us in ſome particulars, which Major Tieman, during his 
ſtay, was the medium of communicating to us. At the 
end of a week, or a little more, our friend from Paris 
arrived, and was commandcd of the Word to ay. He 
was united to the ſociety as a medium for our initiation. 
We remained there ſeven months : we were employed 
jn reading, and making extracts from the journals ol 
the ſociety, by which we were informed of the many 
changes taking place, and to take place, in the nations 
of the earth, to prepare the way of the Lord's ſecond 
| coming, and the reſtoration of his people, the whole 
| houſe of IIrael, according to the prophecies in the 
Scriptures. 
11 is in this generation that the whole diſpenſation of 
his juſtice vill be accompliſhed, and the diſpenſation of 
his love, take place: when the Lord will reign upon 
Mount Zion, and in Jeruſalem, glorioully ; ; and all the 
earth ſhall know bim, obey him, and rejoice in his righ- 
eouſneſs.

fary ; and the time not being come to declare their ful 
meaning, I ſhall only add, that we were provided for in 
our journey, and on our arrival in England had each of 
us ten louis left, 

I then endeavoured to obtain work in my former 
occupation, but no man would employ me, ſaying, as I 
had once been mad, and left my buſineſs, I might take 
another fit of inſanity, and do ſo again—they could not 
truſt me. So that if the Lord had not in a wonderful 
manner ſtirred up the hearts of ſome of his children to 
help, by occaſionally handing to us a little money, we 
muſt have wanted the common neceſlaries of life. Not- 
f withſtanding my abilities as a copper-plate- -printer had 

been approved of 'by the beſt engravers, and I had be- 
fore been entruſted with the beſt work to do, I could 
not now even get the commoneſt. I paſſed almoſt two 
years in this way, ſometimes a month, or two months, 
and had not any thing to do; ſometimes a job of writ. 
ing, engraving, printing, &c. would engage me a few 
weeks, but entirely uncertain, till it pleaſed the Lord 
that one of his children ſhould be moved to lend me a 
ſum ſufficient to put myſelf in ſome regular way of ob- 
taining a ſubſiſtence, Accordingly, having ſtudied me.

graught after draught to enlarge my bill. | 
The ſyſtem of phyſic, like all other ſyſtems, being 
built on the foundation of /e!/-love, inſtead of love to 
God and our neighbour, mult be '/al/e, muſt be errone- 
ens; but the love ef God, which has its manifeſtation in 
the love of his image, in the love of our neighbour, opens 
in the mind the right ſcience, in God, who is the alone 
foundation of all good, of all truth, and of all wiſdom, 
By bis Holy Spirit I have at times been favoured to 
feel ſo much of that love as to enter into a ſympathy of 
feeling with my patient, ſo that I could deſcribe every 
fmptom. of their diſeaſe from feeling it in my own 
body and ſuch has been the mercy of the Lord, that 
ſt has inſtantly been communicated to my mind what to 
ive, and I haye even been ordered to ſay to them, © this 
medicine will certainly cure you, by ſuch or ſuch a time 
jou will be well: and it has accordingly happened ſo, 
I am confident that the true knowledge is not with- 
. beld from any. man by the Lord, but man rejecting him 
rezeas the true light, whereby the true knowledge is 
communicated to the underſtanding; and ' inſtead of 
looking i into, and endeayquring to. rejett in themſelves, 
whatſoever that light diſcovers unto them is not of God, 
but of the devil and themfelves, by which the light in 
their underſtandings would increaſe, they give them- 
ſelves up to all manner of ſenſuality, in the love of them- 
. ſelves, and in the gratification of themſelves in all man- 
ner of pride, vanity, and luxury, which, hardening the 
heart, darkens the underſtanding ; and then the bent of 
all the facultics of the mind are turned to ſeek only 
bo they can n moſt * gather _—_— gold and 
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nher, that they may obtain authority over others, and 
procure for themſelves and families thoſe things which 
feeding their luſts cannot ſatisfy, and ſetting their hearts 
upon them, are led to opprels and diſtreſs the poor, to 
whom many times their illneſs is a ſufficient, very heavy 
and ſore affliction, without the doQtor's fee or the apo- 
thecaries bill, which, if not paid, muſt be put into the 
hands of an attorney, whole buſineſs, more falſe and 
more oppreſſive than the reſt, to complete his calamity, 
whether the man 1s well or ill, whether he has it or has 
it not, he muſt either pay or go to a priſon, 

Every tradeſman is obliged, more or leſs, to enter 
with his mind into the ſame ſyſtem of iniquity, or ke 
cannot live.
